Daudet wrote: “The real hero will be 
Dreyfus, and Dreyfus may ask himself 
whether this nocturnal glorification of mod- 
ern crime. will not conjure up a terrible dawn. 
He has already heard the stroke of mid- 
night.” 

Furthermore, Soliel, a royalist organ, this 
morning printed an entire page eulogizing 
the duke of Orleans, accompanied by his pic- 
ture. — 


Old Animosities Aroused. 
Emile Zola, who died in September, 1002, 
Was ten years ago twice condemned to a 


Faure, then president of France, the famous 
letter, “J'Accuse,”’ in which he laid bare the 
conspiracy in the general army staff against 
Maj. Dreyfus. The proposal to give Zola 
glorious burial, made first in 1906, aroused 
in France all the dormant animosities that 
came out during the Dreyfus trials, and 
the transfer of his ashes, although duly voted 
by the chamber and the senate, had to be 
twice postponed because of the state of 
public opinion. 


Anti-Semitic Feeling Bitter. 

The opinion prevails in Paris that there is 
much truth in Gregori’s avowal that he wae 
driven to the deed by the appeals to hatred 
with which the anti-Semitic papers have been 
filled since the government resolved to place 
the body of Zola inthe Pantheon, The state 
of this feeling can be gauged by an interview 
with Henri Rochefort, editor of the Patrie, 
which is published tonight and in which he 
says: 

“It would have been a glorious déath for 
Dreyfus. It would have been his first and 
only time under fire,” — 

It was definitely established at the recon- 
struction this afternoon of the scene in the 
Pantheon that Gregori fired the: first shot 
from behind Dreyfus, the ball penetrating 
the sleeve of his coat and burying itself in a 
flowerpot at the base of the catafalque. When 
Dreyfus wheeled he threw up hig left arm 
over his heart. The second shot was fired 
point blank at the breast, the bullet entering 
the wrist and’ranging upward. It was lo- 
cated this afternoon by means of a radio- 
scope, but was not extracted. 


Dreyfus’ Brother Saves Assassin. 
Mathieu Dreyfus, the brother of Maj. Drey- 
fus, who sprang forward 10 save him, chiv- 
alrously protected Gregozi from the crowd 
which was raining blows with canes and um- 
brellas om the man, shouting: “ It is not 
for us to punish. Let he iaw take its 
course.” 

Gregori made &@ statement to the police 
directly after his arrest and du: ing a second 
interrogation tonight he said: * I.did not 
wish to kill Dreyfus: It is true I aimed at 
him, but I only wanted w graze him. My 
object was to protest against the participa- 
tion of the army in the glorification of Zola 
and the See ae pa of Dreyfus. My blow 
was aimed less at Dreyfus than at Drey- 
fusism.’’ 

In describing the scene before the magis- 
trate, Mathieu Dreyfus said that at the sound 
of the first shot he shouted at Gregori, ask- 
ing if the revolver waa loaded. Gregori 
replied in thé negative, “as he preésed the 
trigger a second time.

Steam Railroad People Place Blame on 
Crew of the ‘‘Electric.”’ 


Three persons were killed instantly and 
more than a dozen injured last night in. a 
collision between an Elgin, Joliet and Eastern 
freight train and an Aurora car of the Joliet 
and Southern electric traction company, 
One of the men kilied was a resident of Chi- 
cago. One of the wonjen who was hurt is the 
daughter of the president of the interurban 
line. 

The interurban officials say the accident 
was caused by a misplaced switch which gave 
a clear track to their crew. Thé railroad 
authorities say two danger signals were 
against the oncoming street car.

The car was coming down grade at high 
speed from the north. The freight train was 
approaching rapidly from the east. Both the 
motorman and the engineer saw the immi- 
nent danger of a collision and put on brakes, 
but it was too late to prevent the tragedy, 

The operation of the interlocking switch at 
the crossing derailed the interurban car 
and it ran along on the ties for a distance of 
100 feet, the men shouting and the women 
acreaming in their terror. It was just going 
over the crossing. when the engine struck it.

Engine and Cars Roll Over. 
The car was struck squarely Im the center 


and, after rolling over three times, was split - 


in two, The engine rolied down the embank- 
ment into a ditch, and several of the box cars 
were piled up on the street car and engine, 
mangling the dead in a horrible manner. 
The freight train was running on a aheért 
transfer line operating between Rockdale 
and Joliet. A few minutes after the wreck a 
wrecking train was started for the scere 
with physicians and the search for the dead 
and injured began. The body of the Chicago 
bricklayer was identified by means of a 
working card in Bricklayers and Masons‘ 
International union No. 21, certificate 2371, 
bearing the name Walter Peel. The body ap- 
peared to be that of a man 50 years old. 
“The electric car employés clearly were 
responsible for the collision,” said an official 
of the steam railroad. “It had twe sema- 
phore signals against it, A brakeman for 
the railroad had thrown the semaphore and 
signaled to the freight train to come ahead. 
The electric car was coming down a steep 
hill and apparently could not stop, although 
the orders of tle interurban company are to 
slow down until the crossing is passed.

Wolves, Frogs, Handcars, and Coolies 
Figure in Thomés’ Grief.

NIKOLSK, June 4,~—Troubiles of the con-

Members of 
tne crews of both the American and German 
cars in the last week have had more thrills 
than are accorded to explorers usually in a 
like tength of time.

It appears the American car Thomas has 


resumed its journey after nearly a week of 


trials and tribulations, but at last reports 
the German car Protos lay overturned in a 
gully near a railroad track. 

‘rhe Thomas left Pogranitohnaya last Fri- 
day via an unballaetéd railway track. About 
fifteen miles out of town the driving gear 
was stripped off. Fortunately the accident 
happened near a crossing and the automobile 
was gotten off the track ere a train ap- 


proached. 
Rides Back on a Handcar. 


It fell to the lot of George Schuster, driver 
of the car, to go back for a new gear. He 


had to walk to Pogranitchnaya in a blazing 
sun. Arriving there he learned the nearest 
point where he could get supplies was Har- 
bin. He took the first train there. 

Returning to Pogranitchnaya he enlisted 
the ald of the railway officials, who sent him. 
to the scene of the breakdown on a handcar. 
Coolies were detailed to pump the handles. ‘ 

Schuster was gone three days. Meanwhile 
the stranded autoists had made camp as best 
they could. A tent was thrown together by 
employing pieces of canvas and rubber coats 
and old raiiroed ties. Cooking utensils were 
limited to tomato cans. 


Melancholy Camp on Plain. 


The camp was in an uninhabited plain sur- 
rounded by mountains. At night a melancholy 
frog chorus, accentuated by howls of wolves 
in the mountains, did a little to relieve the 
loneliness. Added to this diaquietude, soldiers 
from Pogranitchnaya @ppeared in camp and 
ordered the fire extinguished, saying it was 
too good g mark for the Hunhunes. 

Thundef storms one day and hail storms the 
next rendered the patchwork tent of little 
benefit. To cap the climax, all baggage save 
overcoats, toothbrushes, and an extra pair 
of socks around had been sent on to Harbin 
py train. 

When Shuster got back with the gear, he 
learned the officials had forbidden the use of 
the railway tracks, The Thomas seemed 
bottled up. 


Neuville, the Matin correspondent, ap- 
pealed to Gen. Horvatt at Harbin, who 
agreed to allow the use of the tracks if the 
racere carried a railway official along. 

To thie the Thomas agreed and started on 
ite way again on Wednesday. A handcar 
follows carrying a telegrapher, coolies, and 
planks to bridge over unballasted places. 

When forbidden the track, the Protes took 
to the road. It had not gone far when it slid 
off into’a guich ané upect. None of theerew 
was burt.

LOCAL OPTION LAW STANDS, 
SAYS ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT 
Statute Will Bein Effect Until Legisla- 


ture Acts, According to Decision in a 
Test Case. 


Springfield, I1l., June 4.—[Special.}—~That 
the local option law will stand until changed 
by .the legislature wae definitely settled 
today by the state Supreme court, which 
denied a motion for rehearing of a test case 
brought by the brewing interests of Illinois, 
‘Though it gave no written decision, it held 
that the case had been fully argued on its 


‘merite and there was no occasion for reopen- 


ing it. 

The test case was brought when a saloon- 
keeper: named McBride purposely violated 
the law under instructions from the brewing 
interests. By an agreement with the Anti- 
Saloon teague attorneys, the case was hur- 
ried to the Supreme court, both sides agree- 
ing to abide by the decision. The chief argu- 
ments against the law were on technicali- 
ties that it was unconstitutional in various 
sections. All arguments against it were de- 
feated in court, which reaffirmed. its pre- 
vious decision. 

The decision puts an end to further danger 
to the measure, in the opinion of Ernest A. 
Scrogin, attorney for the State Anti-Saloon 
league. | | 

“The decision of the court is thoroughly 
well considered in évéry respect and will be 
of widespread significance not only in Illi- 
nois but elsewhere,”

Two Michigan Men Paddle from 
Benton Harbor to Jackson Park 


CRAFT FIFTEEN FEET LONG. 


Distance Covered in 19 Hours Through 
Seas That Are Rough and Choppy. 


_ From Benton Harbor, Mich., to the Jackson 
park life-saving station by canoe—it is @n 
\eccomplished fact. 

With the thrill and danger of twisting, 
whifling; and plunging through choppy, high 
running seas at the rate of twelve miles an 
hour at times, two young men of the Mich- 
igan town—Ara Weldon, an attorney, and 


‘Prof. William R. MoClure, science teacher in 


the high school at that place—covered the 
approximate distance of eighty-five miles in 
an ordinary fifteen foot, thirty inch beam, 
canoe in elghteen hours and fifty-five min- 
utes, the dawn of Monday marking the start 
and the dusk of Wednesday the finish of 
the journey. 
‘ The venturesome young men simply want- 
ed to see if it could be done. It had nothing 
to do with a crazy bet. With the waves roll- 
ing high and a spanking breeze from the land, 
the two men set out from the south pier at 
Fenton Harbor at 5:05 a. m. Monday. follow- 
ing in the wake of two or three fishing tugs. 
At times the little craft and its occupants 
disappeared entirely from the watchers on 
shore, but once in the open what apprehen- 
sion the watchers had was dissipated by the 


view of a sail. 
Three Miles from Land. 


After skipping over and through the wa- 
ters for several miles tire wind died down, and 
the occupants of the cance could barely dis- 
tinguish the shere line. They then were fully 
three miles from the land. 

They kept .to sea until Lakeside, Mich., 
was reached, twenty-three miles from the 
starting place, where they put in, both 
being nearly exhausted. Because of the dis- 
tance covered they rechristened the place 
“ Skiddoo point.” The rolling surf capsized 
the craft near shore, both men going over- 
board, and being required to exert their 
strongest efforts to get the’ canoe on land. 
This was the only mishep experienced on the 
voyage, 

The t was broken by a stop of a few 

minutes eo a fishing shack about twelve 
miles out of Michigan City. The wind shift- 
ed, and they were obliged to paddle their 
way into Gary harbor, which was reached 
about 7 p. m. Forty-three miles were cov- 
ered on Tuceday, the paddies being used off 
and on for about fifteen miles. AtG the 
waves ran fully six feet high. 


Last Part of Journey Rough. 

At 7 o'clock Wednesday morning they put 
out of Gary for Indiana Harbor, paddling all 
the way, and after a short rest they con- 
tinued the trip to South Chicago.

JURIST LAUDS HAY WOOD JURY 


Federal Judge Seaman Says Ver- 
dict of Acquittal Was Justice. 


PROOF OF GUILT LACKING. 


Declares Public Clamor Should Never 
Affect Trial of a Case. 


A remarkable indorsement of the jury ver- 
dict whidh acquitted William D. Haywood 
of complicity in the Steunenberg murder 
was made last evening by Judge William H, 
Seaman of the United States Circuit Court 


of Appeals. 

In an atidress.on “‘ The Anglo-Saxon Jury 
System,"’| delivered before the graduating 
elass of the Chicago-Kent College of Law, 
Judge Seaman cited the Haywood trial as 
one of the most striking known proofs of 
the contention that American juries can 
weigh evidence. in.a case without being 
swayed by public opinion. 

~“ When the Haywood case was tried,” said 
Judge Seaman, “the; community where the 
trial was held, and, indeed, the whole coun- 
try, was aflame with popular clamor. The 
people and high officials of the people de- 
manded Haywood’s punishment, and de- 
manded it with a voice that no jury could 
have failed to hear. 

Declares Verdict Was Just. 

“and what did the jurors do? They per- 
esived that the testimony of an accomplice, 
unless corroborated by circumstantial or by 
direct evidence, is worthless. <A confessed 
murderer was brought into the trial as a 
witness, and they did seek to corroborete 
his evidence, but there were links missing 
which they sought to supply merely by the 
evidence of the murderer himself. ‘The fury 
saw this, and it saw that the defendant 
actually was entitled to acquittal under the 
law. 

“The verdict thus rendered, tin the face of 
public passion and demand, was absolutely 
just. And it was a remarkable vindication 
of the jury system in America. Whether or 

not the defendant was guilty will never be 
absolutely kown; but it waeclear that he was 
not proved guilty under the law, and the 
Heywood jury, uninfluenced by the public 
clamor, stated this fearlessly. 

“an eminent continental jurist once crit- 
icised the American jury system, declaring 
it to be swayed, im many cases, by public 
opinion. Here is a refutation of the gentle- 
man’s assertion, and an emphatic one.”

BUILDS -ON ILLEGAL ACRES 


Master Holland Rules Against 
Illinois Steel Company. 


LAND NOW WORTH $500,000. 


Suit for Ouster May Follow Act of the 
Legislature. _ 


Nearly 100 acres of land, valued at more 
than half a million dollars, are occupied 
illegally by the Iilinols Steel company, ac- 
cording to a decision of Master in Chancery 
J. M. ‘Holland of the Superior court made 
yesterday. 

The decision is ‘one ‘of the preliminary steps 
in the quo Warranto proceedings that were 
eommencsed on the complaint of J. M. Pat- 
terson while he was commissioner of public 
works. The report will be filed in court 
within the next thirty days. 

An act must be passed by the state legisla- 
ture before the land can be offered for sale, 
as a court of equity cannot decree the sale 
of land by the state. The court can only 
show. that the company is an unlawful tres- 
passer. After the, act is passed an ouster 
suit may be filed. 


“The decision,”’ said Assistant State's At- 
torney Young, “finds that the Illinois Steel 
company is an unlawful trespasser upon over 
ninety-two acres of land. The alternatives

“That the total number of acres of land 
in controversy in this suit herein found * 
belong. to the state is 92.79; and the total 
present fair market value of the same is 
$587,743.27, and the fair market value of 
the land at the time it was reclaimed and 
taken possession of by the steel company 
was $6,747.73. 

“ That the steel company’s agents and em- 
Pployés ought to be enjoined from further 
constructing or building on the submerged 
lands of Lake Michigan and from in any 
wise hereafter. reclaiming the lands by fill- 
fig in upon them.” 

It is wnderstood that all that can be col- 
lecte® is the actual value of the land when 
seized in 1891, plus the interest on that sum 
to date.

The letter was in reply to in from the 
association tn the course of the investigation 
it has undertaken of the dispute between the 
city and the drainage board over privileges 
of distributing the canal current. President 
McCormick predicted that, if not hampered, 
the Board will be able to develop a revenue 
of $2,000,000 a year from electric power. 


Statement by McCormick. 

“It occurs to me,” he concludes, “ that if 
because of obstacles thrown in the way of 
the proper use of the power now developed 
the plant should not immediately appear 
profitable, a cry might be raised by those 
who are interested in preventing competition 
in the electric light and power field againet 
the full development of the water power _— 
this cry, if successful ip its object, would 
| prevent the taxpayers from securing a reve- 
nue of $2,000,000 per annum, the equivaient 
of a 1 cent tax or 20 per cent of the total 
annual tax levy. 

**T think when this is tully understood 
every citizen of Chicago anu of the sanitary 
district will lend his aid to the complete de- 
velopment of this great public resource.” 


Offers Solution of Problem. 
John C. Williams, the .attorney. for the 
board, wrote that in view of the city law de- 
partment’s opinion that the drainage board 
must obtain frontage consents before erect- 
ing poles and stringing wires it wouid be 
feasible for the city to build the pole lines 
at the district’s expense. He thought an 
agreement along such lines might be reached 
by a conference between committees repre- 
senting the city and the district.

FOR TUBERCULOSIS TESTS 


‘Thirty Suits Started. Against 


Dealers for Selling Cream 
Not Up to Standard. 


Health Commissioner Evate advanced his 
campaign for the improvement of Chicago’s 
milk supply another step yesterday. At his 
instance the city: council’s committee on 


‘public health recommended for enactment 


two' ordinances—one providing that all milk 
sold in the city must be contained in bottles 
and the other prohibiting the sale of. milk 
from cows not successfully subjected to the 
tuberculin test within ® year. ee 

The latter measure if passed by the council 
will go into effect Jan. 1, 1909. 

Commissioner Evans took advantage of the 
presence of eminent physicians in the city 
in attendance at the congress of medical 
men to bring’ a delegation to bia — 
meeting. Among them was H ommis 
sioner Keefer of Detroit, who orn dere the 
aldermen on the practical working in his 
city of the proposed ordinances. 

‘Evans Argues for Ordinance. 

Dr. Evans, speaking in support of the-or- 
dinance providing that milk must be.sold in 
bottles, said that the bulk milk ordinarily 
sold in small shops is responsible for one- 
quarter of the deaths of children under 2 
years of age. 

“We have reduced: the death rate among 
children one-fifth in the last few years, and 
this measure will further reduce the mortal- 
ity rate among infants,” he said. “ In most 
stores the milk sold is below.grade and dirty. 
The surroundings are insanitary and the 
practice should be stopped in the interest of 
public health.” 

Health Commissioner Keefer of Detroit 
said the ordinance prohibiting the sale of 
milk in bulk had been in operation in De- 
troit since May 1, and that no difficulty had 
been” experienced in enforcing it. He said 
it was too early to give figures on the exact 
decrease in the infant death rate, but the ad- 
vantages of the change were obvious. 

Miss Mary McDowell and other settlement 
house workers spoke in favor of the measure. 

John O’Donnell, representing milk dealers 
who sell to stores, opposed the ordinance, 
saying that. it would work a hardship and in- 
crease the cost of the product to the con- 
sumer.

Ten thousand physicians placed 16,000 
mpi in their mouths at § o'clock last even- 
ing and sent three puffs, corresponding to 
three rousing cheers, into the air in honor 
‘ef the American Medical association. It 
was the annual smoker of the organization, 
and, like many other features of the: ‘Chicago 
convention, .was the biggest smoker ever 
given by the association. 

One physician witha statistical turn of 
mind estimated that the clouds of smoke 
which were belched forth by the association 
members would obscure London for a month, 
that the cigars consumed would supply Chi- 


| cago for seven days, and that the power 


used in “ small talk,” if properly harnessed, 
would draw a locomotive across the conti- 
nent.

C. Breitenbach Says City Has 
Proved Fever Can, Be Removed 
from District of Any Size.

Praise for Mayor Busse and for Chicago 
entered into the speech of Dr. O. C. Breiten- 
bach of Escanaba, Mich., on ‘ Typhoid 
Fever,” at the evening session of thé section 
on hygiene. Dr. Breitenbach said that Chi- 
cago has shown what could be done in the 
way of ridding a community of the filth 


which causes typhoid, in suggesting the or-. 


ganization of a body of representatives of 
all the states bordering on Lake Michigan 
to consider and take action on the problem 
of keeping clean the lake, and by pressing 
the building of the drainage canal. 

“Much has been done with yellow fever 
and tuberculosis within the last few yeers, 
but little has’ been done with typhoid,” said 
Dr. Breitenbach. ‘‘ Much money has been 
spent by various municipalities in trying 
to do something to combat the disease, but 
there has been little success except in Chi- 


cago. 

“Chicago. has taught a lesson at an ex- 
pense of $50,000,000 and has proved that 
typhoid can be removed from a district of 
any size.”’

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In olden days housewives used to pride 
themselves on the quantity and quality of 
their linen. Years ago this custom passed 
away and all the money was spent on the 
bride’s outfit and the furniture, leaving just 
enough to buy what nen was absolutely 
necessary. Fashion is again particular as to 
linen and.no effort is spared to make it 
elaborate and costly. 

When making sheets, it is better te make 


scant and of finer linen. The upper hem 
should be from two to two and one-half inches 
deep and the lower one should be one inch 
wide. The monogram or initial should be 
placed at the top hem, either in the center 
of the sheet or at one end. The letters should 
be placed so that when the sheet is turned 
down over the blankets the initial will be 
right side up to any one standing et the fcot 
of the bed. For ordinary sheets, machine 
stitching is the best, as it takes less time and 
wears better, but for the finer linen sheets, 
hemstitching or at least hand hemming is 
none too good. 

The pillow cases should fit the pillows com- 
fortably, being neither so large as to wrinkle 
nor 80 small that the pillow has to be stuffed 
into them. They should be hemmed to match 
the sheets and should be marked in the cen- 
ter, near the hem or near the end, whichever 
way the sheet is marked. Towels are usually 
hemmed or fringed and if the fringed ones are 
bought they should be overcast with white 
cotton where the fringe begins, to prevent 
them from raveling.
